there was a deficiency of good 
men, wherefore it was but fir, 
z that vertuous women ſhould 
ſupply their places, they were ( men they did 
mean) good for nothing, but to make their rexts 
good by expounding the language of the Beaſt, 
but they themſclves would preach nothing , bur 
ſuch things as the ſpirit ſhould move them. 

The firſt and chicf of this female 2nd Sacerdo- 
ticall funion, was one Anne Hempſtall, living in

lons Nsn ſpake to them atfterthis manner, 
Beloved fiſters , this laſt night I dreamed a 
ſtrange Dream, moreover me thought I ſaw a yi- 
ſion, in which Ame the Probetefle was preſented 
unto my view, the ſplendour of whole counte- 
nance did caſt me into a trance, wherein I lay un- 
till the next morning, and the morning being 
come, I could conceive no interpretation of my 
Dream but this, that I ſhould imitate vodly 4u- 
a, by preaching unto you, as thee propheſicd to 
others, her ſpeech ſtrook them all into an afto- 
niſhment, at which , this prophane Anne cryed 
cut, Now doth the holy Ghoſt deſc. nd downe 
upon you, Wherefore giveearc unto mee, then 
did ſhe begin to talke , and ſpeak unto them that

Nay 
we dare goe turther & aske them,ifGod havevouch- 
{ated once in the new teſtament fo much as to name 
the milke ofrhe Virgin ary? Whereas almoſt 
in every Chapter he extolleth the blood of Chriſt, 
and is ever magnifying the vertue, Merits , and 
eſhcacy of the ſame: it this be ſo, then what ſhall we 
ſay torhis Religion and to thoſe men , who make it 
as queſtionable , wherher Chriſt Ieſus his blood ex- 
cell the blood of other men , as whether the Virgin 
Marics milke exccede the milke of other women? 1s 
this Romith Religion? Js this Popifh Divinity? 
Then fee what followeth : bur it cannot be proved ci- 
ther to reaſon or to faith;that her milke excellerh o- 
ther womers:in any ſpirituall or coporal vertne or 0- 
peration:therefore it is not to be proved that (hriſts 
blood 1s more precious then other mens: ſee here,m 

deare countrymen , how you are miſ-led , ſee what 
dottrine you are ted withall by your teachers !Open 
your eyes and be no longer decerved 3 offer not this 
injury to him that gave his life for you, to make this 
unequal] compariſonz if they will not teach you ho- 
ly and ſound divinity , then hate them, and learne 
from us,or rather with us, from the boly ſcriptures, 
that bis olood 1s the price of our redemption: but as for 
her milke we know no ſuch thing, fince ſhe lived on 
earth: acknowledge with us that it is a fundamentall 
ground 
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ground of Chriſtian fairh that his blond is more 
worth then ren worlds : but rhat her milke is now 
of any value, can ncither be perſwaded to reaſon 
nor beleeved by faith - and yet'darethis malignant 
ſynagogue make that as likely as probable,ascertaine 
as the other. If enemies of Religion take hold heere,

prayer make himſelfe betterthen thoſe clothes,eſpe- 
cially hearing the Prophet cry before him, O Lord 
all our righteousnefle is like a menfiruous clout. If 
our beſt be ſo filthy, what is our nature, what is our 
ſin?Ifhe anſwer that this is but a cavill,for he means 
tharhe being a man he is therefore capable of grace 
and ſalvation, which the clothes are not, I thinke ſo 
alſo:but why then doth he envy that milke & blood 
ſhould touch them ? If he meane the mareriall and 
reall milke and blood that were in the bodies of 
Chriſt and his mother, then he is more then mad, ro 
envy the nayles, the launce, the clouts, for that they 
id ronch them,and yet he cannot, & if he complaine 
| chat 
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that he may not, we aske. him-why then dad not tl;c 
Apoſtles take more carctull order to gather up and 
preſerve that milke and bloud, or if they did not, at 
jealt why did they not complaine of the want of ' 
them, as he doth heere?Surely cither they hai to lit- 
tle devot on, or the Jeſuirs roo muCl1 ſeperſtition.

whom otherwiſe ſcarce all the prayers of the faithtull 
could have boys back from devouring the flock?

Tothe Articles of hiscxaCting unjuſt and exceſſive Fees 
for Burials 3 it was proved, that he at one time exated, 
would have, and had before hand five pounds for a Sermon, 
at the Funerall of one Maſter How, an ancient Parithio- 
ner 3 but Maſter Fincb hearing that there weregloves given 
to divers, ſent preſently for gloves for himlelfe and his 
man, juſt about the time that the L_ was going to 
Church, but becauſe there was none left, he was promiſed 
to have them the next morning, yet notwithſtanding be- 
cauſe he had them not at that preſent,he cauſed the Church 
doores to be ſhut up, made the Corps and _ ſtand a 
great while in the ſtrecr, at lat letting them into the 
Church, = diſappointed them of their Sermon, and yet 
kept the five pounds to himſelfe, without reſtitution of 
any part thereof. 

Ig was further teſtified by another Pariſhioner who was 
made Executor to one Maſter Darneton,a young man inthe 
Pariſh, who upon his Death-bed deftred that DoQtour 
Holdſworth ſhould make his Funerall-Sermon,and to avoid 
all differences, the Deceaſed very frankly gave M. Finch 
a legacy of fourty ſhillings, and a mourning , CON- 
ditionally, that he would give way for Dotour Holdſworth 
to preach, but Maſter Finch not content with what the De- 
ceaſed left him in his will, he afterward underſtanding that 
the Dofour had five pounds, and a mourning Gowne left 
him as a Legacy, and his Legacy was not ſo much;heagain 
ſends for the Executor, and demands of him, what he 


would give him» to let Holdſworth preach, as for the fourty

he came upon new tearmes, to know what he would gi

bis 5 ſothathe did enforce the Exccutor to keep the Cor 
from Monday till Saturday, before it could be buried, by 
reaſon of Maſter Finch his unreaſonable demands, for he 
told this Executor, and others, that had the like occaſions 
with Maſter Fich, as was then teſtified, That his Pulpit was 
hi Shop, whereby he got his living, and that be muſt improve 
bis Shop to the utmoſt advantage, as well a they did theiry: 
and further ſaying, That no Holdſworth ſhow/d come into big 

Pulpit, to eat the bread out of his mouth, for what was Holdl- 
worth more thaw he ? (othat inconclulion, he did cauſe the 
{aid Executor to disburſe, to give him fatisfa&tjon, to the 
valuc of thirteen pounds five ſhillings fix pence, moſt of 
it in money, and the reſt, in linnen cloth, and notwith- 
ſtanding the ſaid Maſter Finch performed no office at the 
funerall himleife, but ſpent his time inthe Tavern at the 
ſame time, when the funerall was performed :..and this was 
proved to be his uſuall manner,toget his firſt demands fully 
into his hands, and then by one tricke or another tocome 

overthem againfor a new ſupply,or elſe there ſhould be no 
ground broke nor Church-doores d. Theſe inſtances 
werethought ſufficient for the proot of this Charge though 
the Pariſhioners had divers more notorious as, a his - 

of this kinde, and were then and there ready prepared with 

watneſles to have teſtified them all. ' , 

Tothe Articles concerning his ſuperſtitious affection to 
the Surplice and other Popiſh practiſes, it was teſtified 
(and further could have been proved than was deſired or 
could by time be permitted) that heuſually preached in his 


lice 


_- 
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Surplice, wore it when he went about the Pariſh -4n the annuall 
perambulation,through the ſtreets,and was {0 Popiſhly affe&- 
edand addiQed to it, that even. ſince his lying underthe juſt 
condemnation of theſe things, he refuſed, an laſt Aſcenſion day, 
1641. toaccompany the Pariſhioners in their Perambulation, 
becauſe they would not ſuffer him to wear the Surplice, and 
reade the Epiſtles and Goſpels at the ſtinted places and corners of 

the fireets, as formerly, And that he never read or 
cedthe Name /eſes in either of the Sacraments, Epiſtles, or Go- 
els, or in Sermons or Prayers, (though then on his knees) but 
moſt conſtantly ducked lowly at itz and in his Canonical! 
prayer, before his Homilies, (for all his preaching was conti- 
nually a meer reading out of a written book) he familiarly uſed 
to praiſe God for the Saints departed, but eſpecially the 

Virgin Mary the Mother of God, | 
As forthe Article rouching his drunkennefle, Eefides his ac-' 
cuttomed praiſe of that bealtly fin, at other ordinary times z 
it was teſtified by very good wiitnefle,that hath ſeen him drunke 
onthe Lords day,and at another time, twice drunke in oneand 
the lame Lords daysfiift withe morning,and then laid tofeep, 
addrunke againbefore night. Alſo another Pariſhoner be- 
ing emp!oycd rotake order for the buriall of a friend of his in 
the ſaid Pariſh, for which Maſter Fuck (as his cuftome was): 
wou'd have his morey before hand, which heaccordingly recei- 
ved, bring 3-pounds, 13.3. pponthe payment whereof, the Gi 
P:riſhioner demanded on acquittance,but Maſter Fi#cb and bis 
manwere ſo drunke that they could not write, ſothat the party 
wasfiintocall witneſſe that it was paid, and very — 
for the next day Maſter, Finch ſent hus manto.gemandthe fame: 
Poney again, whoanfwered, Ie had paid i alzrgdy the day be: 
fore and would not pay it twice. Some few dayes alter the 
Much-wardens came to the Facing for their gre 
whic

which Mafter Finch had received in the former ſum,but Maſter 
Finch would not pay them any. 

It was further alſo teſtified to full ſatisfaQRtion of the Parliz- 
ment, that he' was fo drunke when he was fetcht from a Ta- 
verne to give the Sacrament to a dying woman, that he was 
fain to be led by the arme to the houſe, that there he was 
not able to pronounce the Lords Prayer, but was out twice of 
thrice in ſaying it, that he was not able to riſe off from hiz 
knees without helpe, nor being up to fit downe 3 that he de- 
livered the Elements without Conſecration 3 And alſo deſi- 
ringthe people togo forth of the room, he came tothe dying 
woman, to whom uſing many unfit geſtures, and Aroaking 
her cheekes, he ſaid, That if ſhe would confefſe to him all her ſe. 
cret ſinnes, then he would love her. The womanthereupon, cal- 
ling out as loud as ſhe could for ſome to come in, they found 
her much troubled in minde, and unſatisfied, by reaſon of Ma- 
ſter Fixch his ill carriage and behaviour, - and therefore deſired 
that the Sacrament might be given her again by ſome other Mi- 
niſter, but ſhe died before it was effected; and Maſter Finchwas 
fain to be led tothe next Alchouſe (as he deſired) wherehe la 
all that night, and the next- morning this wretched manwas (6 
ſhameleſle, as to ſend for a fee of thiree ſhillings four pence for 
that his moſt wicked and abominable ſervice. 

As for his Sermons on Nevember 5 the Popiſh Powder. plot, 
it was teſtified alſo, that one year he would permit no Sermon 
at all. Another year he would permit none unlefſe he might 
have a ſhare of thirtcen ſhillings four pence out of the Col- 
leQion for the Poor, which being but ſmall, he took ten ſhil- 
lings for his owneuſe, Another year he preacht himſelfe,and m 
his Sermon (as it was fully proved) hefaid words to this effeR, 
F hat the Plotters in that by ___ but a few malecontent perſons, 
and that they deſired at their death, that this 4 might be forget - 
wen,

te, and he thanked God it was fo almioft, and\be heytd it wowld be 
qaite forgetten, | ; 

It was alſo teſtificd that for the Sermons at ſeven of the 
clocke, on Sabbath day mornings in the Lower Church, be 
had of the Pariſh fourty pounds ro let Maſter Devs come 11, 
and about fifty five pounds when Maſter Brocket came in, bc- 
ides other ſummes at other times. 

To the Article touching his incontinency, it was teſtified 
by the Coachman that carried him and twoothers of his de- 
boiſt Comrades of his owne Coat and conduion , together 
with three women to Heamerſmith, wl:ere being arrived in an 
boule fit for their intentions, every one choſe his woman, and 
Maſter Finch his mate (as the witneſle delivered it) being the 
atteſt of the three, and this Coachman being called up into 
the room unto them, faw themalluſe theſewomen, in his pre+ 
lence, with moſt vite and obſcene geſtures, upon beds, even to 
theurmoſt of what hands conld do under thcir clothes,bur far- 
ther he cou'd not teftifie, for they had time cnough in his ab- 
lence 3 but bringing thembacke again late into Lendes, he (ct 
them downe'at. Newgate, where be left them altogether plor- 
ting what excuſe the women thould uſe tothetr husbands,and it 
Was reſolved, that one nauſt fay, ſhe had beenat a womans [1+ 
bour, mother Fad been ro ſee a friend that was ficke, &c. 

It was alſo teſtified, that be was a conſtant frequenter of the 
company of two mens wives,after a moſt familiar manner,both 
in Cityand Countrey journics,namely one Miſtris Yalemineat 
the Cheguer at: Dowgate, and one Miitris Stevenſon at Chrifts 
Hoſpital, and that he alone was ſeen at Barnet In theirzwo coms 
panies onely, comming oat of an Inne ia Coach, Alforhas 
one night, Maſter Finch his wite (from whom be tath wiltully 
lived apart theſe-feven yeares,, whoſe company' he: coutdnot 
abide) comming to rhe —_ houtfe a Chriits m_

2foreſaid (where alſo was his frequent rendevons day and night) 
to aske her husband for ſome matntenance for her ſelfe and chi'. 
dren, he moſt furiouſly and deſperately drew his knite at her, 
wherecat ſhe ran out of the houſe,and he after her with his knife 
in his hand, but ſhe having recovered the Cloiſter, he,it ſeemes, 
beat her downe forward, threw his knife at her, and there ſhe 
was found on the ground, crying out for helpe, her hat beaten 
off from her head, and her hair all about her eares3 wherext, 
he running in again, ſhe was forced thus todepart for the pre- 
ſeht. 

It was alſo teſtified, that a Kinfwoman of Miſtris Yalen 
tines comming to ſee her at the Chequer aforeſaid,and M, Finch 
being there came to her, uſed many flattering words and com- 
plementsto ber,and taking her at advantage, 11 a Private room, 
perſivaded herto liewith him, which ſhe refuſing, he ſtill per- 
fiſted in this his wicked and luilfull deſire, and at laſt ſhewed 
her what was moſt (hamefull tobe ſeen or ſpoken of,and would 
by violence have had the ule of her body, which fhe ſtill vehe- 
mently refuſing, and he perceiving that ſhe would call out for 
helpe againſt him (as ſhe told him ſhe would, if he would nor 
torbear) he opened the door and called for a Chamber-pot, by 
which meanes the door being opened, the ran out from him, 
and comming out of the room, he affirmed and fiyoreto Miſtris 
Y alemtine, That this Paritan lat ht could not comvert her. About 
two yeares after this alſo, the ſaid party goi into ſee ber 
kinlwoman Miſtris Yalentine, there ſhe ya Finch 2- 

in, who after many flattering complements, told ber that if 

would love him,he would make her a Ladyzand Miſtris F- 
lemine her good Couſin faid thereupon to her, That he mi

edan houlc in Chrifts Cherch Pariſh, where two Siſters lived, 
married women, both very comely for perſon, but not without 
h great canſe firongly fulpeRed of incontinency 3! who for their 
b misbehaviours were forced to ſhift their dwelling from Pariſh 
- to Pariſh. Andone of theſe women dying a while after in an- 
. other Pariſh, ſhe was ſorotren with the foul difeaſe,and loath- 
. ſom, that every one that knew thereof was afraid to come ni 
ber 3 and ſhe her ſelte was not aſhamed to tell thereof. And fr 
is reported) that when ſhe was coffened,her necke was fo rotten 
and periſhed with the ſaid diſcaſe, that ber head fell off from 
body. 
F It __ yet farther teſtified by the Porter of Chrif#s Hoſpital, 
that in the time of Maſter Fi#c his lying at Maſter Steven- 
ſos houſe, as aforeſaid, the. ſaid Porter by his officeattend- 
ing the gates of the Foprtall, obſerved: Maſter Finch moſt fre- 
yuuy to go otix and come in, at very: unſeaſonable houres in 
the night with the ſaid Maſter Stevenſeans wife,which the Porter 
had divers times told Maſter S:+venſon himielfe of, fairly and 
vately, but no amendment following, and the Porter ſtill 
ing diſquiered, to let in Maſter Fineb, &s; toMaſter Steves - 
ſos; houſe, one night after, or rather morning, abour 2.0r 3.0f 
the clocke, bc and Miſtris Stevenſon comming 1n0,andrbe Porter

plead by Counſel, but it was replicd, Theſe things were mart- 
ters of fa&, and not of Law 3 and therefore he knew at preſent 
whether they weretrucor no : but he being filent, command 
was.towithdraw 3 ſome other witneſſes were heard alſo, which 
ſpake to the ſame effeR, whuch for brevity ſake we omir, for if 
we ſhould preſent you with all his cxtorted exactions for Buri- 
als and Baptizings and other particular enormaitics of, his life, 
it would fill a volume, for almoſt every one he had tadeal with 
an thele kindes, inthe Pariſh, hath experience what an heavy 
burden he hath been to the Pariſh. |
